If the Federal Government can tax the 
obligations of the States the autonomy 
of the States may be destroyed by un­ 
dermining their finances. 
The court 
held that to tax incomes derived from 
such obligations was in effect to tax 
the obligations themselves. 


Except upon these points the law is 
alwavs allowed to stand so far as the 
present decisions go. . In saying that 
a statute may be declared void as to 
one or more provisions and held valid 
as to other features the court merely 
reiterated a well established rule of 
construction. 
This rule, however, is 
not 
invariable. 
Where the whole 
structure and purpose of a statute de­ 
pends upon some particular clause the 
elimination of the provision may de 
stroy the validity of the entire law. But 
the court laid some stress upon the 
explanation that the other provisions 
of the income tax law do not depend 
upon the features held void. 


However, the legal consequences of 
the decision are likely to be less im­ 
portant than the moral effect. 
Practi­ 
cally the income tax has received a 
death blow. The people of the United 
States will never consent to the con­ 
tinuation of a system of personal taxa­ 
tion' which is to be so construed and 
executed as to exempt from its opera 
tion a class of wealthy men, non-pro­ 
ducers at that, in the ordinary meaning 
of the term. 


If every merchant and professional 
man with an income exceeding $4000 
is to be taxed, first upon his" property 
by the State and local governments 
and then upon Jiis income by the Fed­ 
eral Governments, 
while the great 
landlords, whose 
property has in­ 
creased in value through the common 
exertions of the community—if land 
lords are to escape the income tax the 
people will demand that the law be 
repealed. 


But will the people make their re 
turns and pay the tax now without re 
sistance, in view of the discrimination 
which the Supreme Court has made? 
Perhaps the general mass of the peo 
pie will, but it is not unlil.ely that 
there will be many contests. 
There is 
nothing in the form or substance of 
the decision, as announced, calculated 
to reconcile the public to the law. 
Four Judges, only, out of nine, have 
said that the law is valid. The 
number have said that the act 
constitutional and void. 
It 
able, 
therefore, 
that there will be 
many other cases taken up on other 
points. 
Neither the bar nor the pub­ 
ic will be satisfied until there is a de 
cision by an actual majority of the 
whole court.—"S. F. Chronicle."

About Far OrerooaU—An Agsd SnUlvan 
County Banter TelU Some Experiences 
Illtutratlns This Queer Fact. 


"A bear or a panther can't stand the 
tight of a wolfskin or a ooonskln over­ 
coat, " said an aged hunter of Sullivan 
county, "and both also dislike the looks 
of an overcoat made of buffalo skin. 
They become enraged when they see a 
hunter striding through the woodB with 
a fur ooat on. They will start for him 
the Instant they get sight of him, and 
unless he stops them with a rifle ball or 
• charge of buoksbot they will invaria­ 
bly taokle him.' A wolf or even a paok 
of them will always turn tail and run 
away from a hunter that wears a wolf­ 
skin ooat, but they will chase a man 
who; wears a ooat of any other- kind of 
fur and will attack him if they get a 
chance. In the winters early in the for­ 
ties I hunted panthers, wolves and bears, 
killing a deer once in awhile for a 
ohange. When the weather was bitter 
cold, I wore a ooonskin overcoat until a 
panther ruined it, and here is what is 
left of i t 


"I killed an even dozen of panthers 
and a soore of wolves while wearing 
that ooat It was in January, 1844, 
that I had to stop wearing it. One very 
cold morning I put on my snowshoes 
and started for the head of Kitchen's 
ureek to hunt panthers and wolves. The 
snow was three feet deep in the woods, 
and the wolves and panthers were 
slaughtering the deer at a frightful rate. 
In a spruoe ravine to the right of the 
areek I saw a movement in an ever­ 
green tree and raised my rifle for what 
I thought might be a panther. 


"I hadn't been standing a minute 
when I heard a twig snap baok of me, 
and before I could turn half way round 
something struok my back and drove me 
forward on my hands and knees. Of 
oourse I instantly realized that a panther 
had landed on my back. It stuck its 
claws into my shoulders and began to 
kick with its hind feet, snarling and 
tearing at the ooonskin with its teeth. 
I knew in a second that the only thing 
for me to do was to throw myself back­ 
ward, and this I -did at once, burying 
the panther in the snow beneath me, 
The panther then started to scream, bnt 
the snow and my weight kept it from 
making much noise. It continued to 
olaw great rents in the ooonskin ooat 
until I stabbed it three times in the 
side, when it stopped kicking and began 
to gasp. I knew that the point of the 
knife had toiidfed a vital spot, so I lay 
still till the F ^ H p r stretobed out dead. 
Then I got u p ^ r a pulled the beast out 
of the snow by the tail. I'd hardly 
dropped it on the surface than, there was 
another movement in the evergreen tree. 


"This time I spied a pair of eyes on 
a limb about 15 feet above the snow 
and blazed away at them. A panther 
tumbled out, began to pitch and dive in 
the'snow, soon turning up its toes. Then 
I pulled off the overcoat and discovered 
that the panther had ruined it. The 
claws hadn't touched my flesh, though, 
for I wore three thicknesses of deerskin 
and two of wool under the overcoat On 
that trip of three days I got five pan­ 
thers and four wolves. 


"The same winter I surprised a paok 
of wolves that had oornered three deer 
in a pen up in the Mehoopany oountry. 
I had on a wolfskin ooat, and the wolves 
legged it out of the pen the moment they 
got sight of me. I pulled off the coat 
and put it behind a tree, and the wolves, 
when they stopped to look baok, anted 
as if they had been scared by a false 
alarm. 
When they Baw that the over­ 
coat wasn't in sight, they didn't care 
any more for me than for a sapling. 
They immediately returned to the deer 
pen as bold as you please, and I shot the 
whole five as fast as I oould load and 
fire. 


"One winter Joel Wright, who used 
to hunt and trap all the way from the 
Loyalsook to the Mehoopany, rolled up 
his ooonskin overcoat and placed it on 
a log in the woods till he could go over 
a knoll and look at one of bis traps. 
When he got to the top Of the knoll on 
his way baok, he heard a bear bellow­ 
ing down in the hollow, as if it was 
challenging another bear to fight with 
him. In a minute Joel oanght sight of 
the noisy bear, but oouldn't make out 
where the other one was. The challen­ 
ger was> slouching toward the log on 
whioh the ooonskin overcoat lay in a 
bunoh, and Joel made up his mind that 
the bear had got scent of the ooat and 
was about to tackle i t 


"Joel bad a better fur ooat at home, 
and he didn't care muoh what the bear 
did with the one on the log. 
Anyhow 
he was going to watoh the bear, and, if 
he got the better of the ooat, all right 
He oould see that the fellow was angry 
before he got within ten rods of the log. 
Rushing up to the log, tbe 
v beat seized 
' the overcoat in his paws and 
1 began to 
squeeze and'shake it as if it was

G R A N D M O T H E R . 


She Does Mot Keep Pace With the Ad­ 
vance of Medical Science. 


We all know just what adorable crea­ 
tures all grandmothers are, and how 
they cannot do enough for tho little 
ones belonging to their sons and daugh­ 
ters. Now, without wishing to appear 
ungrateful for these attentions, there 
are some mothers who think themselves 
quite oapable of caring for their own 
babies, and the continual and persistent 
oontrary opinion of grandma becomes 
after a tim«* vexatious rather than help­ 
ful. 


Even though grandma has brought up 
a dozen children, and this is her daugh­ 
ter's very first experience iu that line, 
it is just as well not to give overliberal 
doses of advice, nor is it good policy to 
empty out the medicine the doctor pre­ 
scribes for baby's cough and substitute 
sirup of squills, because sirup of squills 
was all that the youngsters of another 
generation were dosed with. 


The latter medicine may be regarded 
by grandma as the most perfeot oough 
remedy in existence, but the prescribed 
drops or pellets may be quite as effect­ 
ive, and it is but natural 
that the 
young mother and the physician in 
charge should feel a bit annoyed at the 
assumption of superior knowledge, how­ 
ever well founded it may be. 


Babies need as varied treatment as 
plants do. What may have answered 
splendidly for grandma's dozen might 
prove quite the reverse of beneficial for 
the fin de sieole youngster, and even 
though a baby is a novelty to the young 
mother nature will be her best teacher 
as to its wants and oares. 
Grandma 
must remember that she had to be initi­ 
ated in her superior baby training be­ 
fore she oould pose as an oracle, and 
would she have been pleased to have 
had her authority wrenohed from her 
by a wiser somebody who scorned her 
methods and ridiculed her laok of wis­ 
dom? 


When the young mother asks for ad­ 
vice, it is time enough to give it to her.

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WHY THE MAMMOTHS 
FROZE. 


Howorth'a Theory With Beffard to 
the 
Remains Found In Siberia. 


In Howorth's book, entitled "The 
Mammoth and the Flood," the author 
advances a unique theory with regard 
to the remains of the mammoth, or hairy 
elephant, which is found in such im­ 
mense numbers in Siberia. These crea­ 
tures were so''plentiful at one time in 
that country that ivory hunters found it 
more profitable to go there In search of 
that valuable article than to South Af­ 
rica, where elephants are supposed to be 
as numerous as boodlers in New York 
oity. Howorth says that they are inva­ 
riably found under conditions whioh 
make it certain that they oould not have 
lived unless the surroundings and cli­ 
mate bad been entirely different from 
those existing at present 
The remains 
of plants upon whioh they fed and the 
southern contemporary shells whioh are 
also frequently found with the remains 
point to a sudden and wonderful change 
of climatio conditions. 


If Professor Howorth's argument is 
to be given any weight, the Siberian 
plateau is one of the most reoent fea­ 
tures in the known physioal geography 
of the world. He figures that the pla­ 
teau was suddenly raised to its present 
height and that, prior to its sudden ele­ 
vation, it was a warm stretch of low­ 
land furnishing pasturage to thousands 
of mammoth brutes. The rapid eleva­ 
tion, according to his deductions, sud­ 
denly congealed the waters and froze 
the gigantic animal bodies through and 
through, thuB preserving them intact 
until the present day. He says that un­ 
less these animals had been frozen im­ 
mediately after death they would cer­ 
tainly have decayed and disappeared. 


In some plaoes, far to the east in Si­ 
beria, as well as in the mountainous 
regions of Alaska on our oontinent, the 
remains of the mammoth and other great 
extinct animals have been found at a 
height of 17,000 feet above sea level. 
Howorth and Faloony both deolare this 
to be incompatible with their modo of 
life.—St Louis Republic. 


CONFIDENCES OF CLIENTS. 


A Noted EngiUh Precvdsnt Whioh Stamps 
Them aa Inviolable. 


"The matter of confidences between 
counsel and client is one of great inter­ 
est and importance," said a well known 
jurist and ex-judge the other day. 


"As to the duty of a lawyer on the 
trial of a oase where he has been in­ 
formed by his client that he is guilty, 
the best and most controlling example 
is that of Charles James Phillips, the 
eminent British barrister who in many 
directions was rated In his time as sec­ 
ond only to Lord Erskine. 


"He was defending Courvoisier, who 
was indioted for the murder of Lord 
Russell. During theJM|l, on the exam­ 
ination of a very imj^Htnt witness for 
the people, the acous^pras muoh over­ 
come, and in the intensity of his emo­ 
tion communicated either to Mr. Phil­ 
lips or to his solicitor the fact that he 
was guilty of the crime. 


"Mr. Phillips immediately asked for 
an adjournment of the case and for a 
consultation with the judges. The con­ 
sultation was granted, and Mr. Phillips 
stated to the bench that the accused had 
confessed his guilt and requested the 
judges to point out to him his path of 
duty. The judges, after deliberation, 
stated that he would have a perfect 
right to make such legal and logical de­ 
ductions from the evidence 
as 
he 
thought tended to the exoulpation of the 
aooused, but it would be unprofessional 
to state to the jury any personal belief 
of his innocence. 


'In his argument to the jury Mr. 
Phillips, oarried away by his emotions 
and imagination, did state to the jury 
his own personal belief in the innocence 
his olient, and this statement of his 
occasioned much oritioism afterward."
